Fort Marsa 
El Kanat has been blown up by fire 
from the other batteries. The forts are 
slacking their fire. The top of the 
tower of Fort Pharos has been carriéd 
away. Many guns have been demol- 
ished on that and other forts. The flag 
of Geneva, a red cross, is flying over 
the hospitals in the city. The Dutch 
and Greek flags are hoisted over their 
respective consulates. At the begin- 
ning of the bombardment. intense ex- 
citement was visible. Crowds of peo- 
ple were seen wending their way 
toward the palace. The streets are 
now deserted, the people having fled 
or taking refuge in the cellars. There 
are no signs of a surrender so far.

PREPARATIONS IN FRANCE. 


Paris, July 9.—In the Chamber of 
Deputiés yesterday the request sub- 
mitted by the government for a credit 
of 77,000,000 francs for precautionary 
naval preparations was referred to a 
special committee.

the following article from a recent issue of the 


Riverside Press and Horticulturist, written by 
its editor after a careful investigation of both 
the land‘and the water system: 

Etiwanda is located at the foot of the moun-

tains, six miles east of the celebrated Cuca- 
mongo vineyards, at an elevation of from 1,000 
to 1,600 feet above sea level, and about forty- 
five miles from the ocean in a direct line. 

The tract, when complete, will consist of 
from 3,000 to 4,000 acres and verhaps more, and 
will extend from the mountains on the north to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad on the South, 
where Etiwanda station will be established as 
soon as the settlement will warrant it.

WAR IN EGYPT. © 


The slaughter of foreign residents of 
Alexandria, Egypt, has finally pro- 
voked retaliation, and from the tenor 
of our dispatches it is evident the re- 
taliation jis to be sharp. The guns of 
the English fleet were opened on the 
forts yesterday; Eight of the most 
formidable of the ironclads partici- 
pated, and their superior guns were 
telling fearfully upon the Egyptian 
fortifications. The-magazine at Fort 
Ada was blown The engagement 
commenced seven o'clock yesterday 
morning, and by eight o’clock one 
fort had its magazine exploded, fol- 
lowed later in the day by that of Fort 
Ada. : | 

The guns of the fleet were com- 
manding the railway communications 
of Alexandria, and doubtless the place 
will be occupied by British troops 
within a few days. 

It is evidently the intention of the 
English te take possession of the Suez 
canal, ’as the French Consul had _noti- 
fied citizens of his nationality to leave.

Jews,Grecks, Italians, French, English 
Maltese and Germans. Under the an- 
cients, Alexandria was the great centre 
of the European and Mediterranean 
trade with Persia.. It was celebrated 
for its schools, its library and its mu- 
In Alexandria the: Scriptures 
were first made known to the heathen 
by the Septuagint version, and there 
Christianity early took root. There 
are two ports,“ one at the extremity of 
an extensive roadstcad west of’ the 


_ Pharos, in which large vessels can Jie; 


fhe other for lighter draught craft on 
the east of Pharos. Large streets well 
;paved and lighted with gas are seen 
in the European quarter, and abounds 
in fine residences. Railways connect 


the city with Cairo and the Suez Canal | ° 


and with Ramleah. It is as a place of 
transit for passengers that Alexandria 
is most remarkable, the steamers to 
and from India, the Mediterranean and 
the Levant all contributing to the 
prosperity of the city. 

The cunning intrigue of the Sultan 
is well evidenced in the recent devel- 
opment of Egyptian complications. 
Realizing. the farcical nature of his 
Suzerainty over that unruly province, 
the Sultan has doubtless used the re- 
bellious Arabi Bey asa catspaw to fur- 
ther his own iiterests, preferring to 
see Exypt (always a source of trouble 
and weakness) dismembered and par- 
titioned between its real owners, Eng- 
lard and France, if the rapacity of 
those powers will thus be satiated and 
his own rotten hulk preserved for a 
time at least. Whether the wily Sultan 
has overreached himself in’ his calcu- 
lations remains to be seen, but that the 
situation is a grave one in the extreme 
no intelligent mind will deny. The 


internal dissensions and mutual 
jealousies of the effete mon- 
archies of Europe, the rulers 


of which would gladly welcome 
any new pkase of affairs that will tend 
to divert the attention of the masses 


from their long suffered wrongs, and 


give employment to the immense 
standing armies now eating the very 
life of the different nations, all com- 
bine to render the outlook a gloomy 
one indeed. The protest of the other 
European consuls against England's 
bombardment of Alexandria indicates 


“that the complications may speedily 


involve the leading nations of Europe. 


If the war results in the partition of | 


the “sick man of Europe's” territory, 
and consequent settlement of the vexed 
Eastern question, European nations 
can afford to give asigh of relief at 
the solution of a problem which has 
proved the greatest bone of conten- 
tion experienced for centuri¢s past. 
The result of the complication will 
doubtless be a general advance in 
the price of breadstuffs, and cotton, 
and will therefore prove of inesti- 
mable advantage to the United States.

DEATH OF “* PHIZ-” 
End of the Life of the Illustrator of 
Dickens. 

Loxpox, July 9.—Hablot Knight 
Browne, the comic designer, : better 
known as “Phiz,” and the illustrator 
of many uf Dickens’ works, is dead. 
{[Mr. Browne was born about 1815 and 
received his education at a public 
school. From an early age he showed 
great aptitude for caricature, and 
when only twenty years of age he had 

ined so much reputation as an illus- 


trator of books that he was called on 


to take up the work of illustrating the 
Pickwick Papers where it was left by 
the death of the artist Seymour. He 
succeeded very well in bringing out 
the rollicking humor of Dickens, and, 
unfortunately for the novelist, he was 
retained to illustrate his other books. 
The gift which gave him success in 
Pickwick unfitted him for Dickens’ 

succeeding works. The novelist’s 

great vice was excessive caricature, | sac 
and the. artist intensified instead of 
softening this defect. He made all the 
characters unreal, and gave them the 
air of the grotesque figures of a mas- 
querade rather than the form and man- 
ner of real men and women. Aside 
from :. few netable successes, like the 
figures of the Wellers and Mr. Micaw- 

ber, his efforts cannot be called happy. 
Browne had not the strong realism aud 
genuine humor of Cruikshank and 
Leech, aud-hence his work soon came 
to have an antiquated look. In _ his 
later works Dickens availed himself of 
the new school of artists, much to the 


| improvement of the appearance of his 


books. “Phiz” also illustrated the 
novels of Lever, Mayhew and :Ains- 


| worth, as well as the Abbotsford edi- 


tion of the Waverley novels. Of late 
years he had almost fallen out of pub- 
lic notice, although he continued to 
contribute sketches to the London 
comic journals. | 


Alex. Stephen's Generosity. 


Mr. Stephens is well known as a 
friend of the young and his name is 
associated with the education of many 
a boy struggling for a start. in the 
world. But the extent of his good 
work in this direction is unknown to 
few. There are now no less than four- 
teen young men and women depending 
on his big heart for an education. For 
some of these he pays merely the tu- 
ition, and for others all expenses. To 
each goes a check every month, signed 
by the nervous hand in the rolling 
chair. Since he re-entered Congress he 
has kept at school about this number 
of pupils, besides bestowing with a 
too‘liberal hand his means on various 
other objects. I suppose Mr. Stephens 
spends tfiore than his salary, and he 
has only a modest fortune. 


The Russian Plan. 


Russia is now going to regulate the 
liquor traffic as follows: There is to be 
only one liquor shop in a village, and 
when two or three villages are almost 
contiguous thie one shopi must suffice 
for their combined inhabitants. The 
publican must be a native of the vil- 
lage, must be appointed and paid by 
the commune, and he must sell feed 
as well as drink, and his receipts are 
to be paid into the village fund. Ifhe 
allows any person to get drunk, he is 
liable not only to dismissal, but 'to fine 
and imprisonment. If any Russian 
village is reported to addicted to 
drunkenness, the sale of liquor may be 
interdicted for as long a‘time as may 

seem necessary.
